It 
will adjoin Fourth street in On- 
tario to Cucamonga. 

Of the 474 home to be built, 
nearly 40 are expected to be du- 
plexes. While the Kaiser com- 
pany will not itself rent any of 
the homes, it is believed only nat- 
ural that those purchasing du- 


plexes will no doubt rent one 
tion of it. 

It is believed that material 
stortages have been holding up 
the construction of the homes, but 
it. seems virtually certain that a. 
few of the homes will be complet- 
ed in September and will be avail- 
able only to veterans at that time. 
When all of the homes will*be fin- 
ished is not known and is entire- 
ly dependent on just how soon 
lumber and other material can be 
secured.

Flatten with 
a fork dipped in flour, making crisscross 
marks on top of each one. Bake in a moder- 
ate oven (375° F.) 10 tg 12 minutes, or 
until golden-brown.
